Kalser’s Naval Chief Renews Claims

-LONDON, Aug. 3.—The First Lord of 
the Admiralty, A. J.. Balfour, has issued 
a statement for publication, in the 
course of which he says: 

“The second anniversary of the 
British declaration of war provides a 
fitting opportunity for a brief survey 
of the present naval situation. 
eonsequences, material and moral, 
the Jutland battle cannot be easily over- 
looked; an allied diplomatist assured 
me that he considered it the turning 
point of the war. 

“The tide, which had long ceased to 
help our enemies, began from that 
moment to flow strongly in our favor. 
This much, at least, is true that every 
week which has passed since the Ger- 
man fleet was driven, damaged, into 
port has seen new successes for the 
Allies in one part or other of the field 
of operations. It would be an error, 
however, to suppose that the naval vic- 
tory changed the situation; what it did 
was to confirm it. 

“Before the Jutland battle, as after, 
the German fleet was imprisoned. The 
battle was an attempt to break the bars 
and burst the confining gates. It failed, 
and with its failure the High Seas 
Fleet sank again into impotence. The 
Germans claim Jutland as a victory, 
but in essence they admit.the contrary, 
since the object of a naval battle is 
to obtain command of the sea; and it 
is certain that Germany has not 
obtainéd that command, while Great 
Britain has not lost it. Tests of this 
assertion are easy to apply. Has the 
grip--of the British blockade relaxed 
since May 317? Has it not, on the con- 
trary, tightened? 

“The Germans themselves will admit 
the increasing difficulty of importing 
raw materials and foodstuffs and of 
exporting their manufactures; hence, 
the violence of their invectives against 
Great Britain.” 

Munitions Flow Increases. 


Mr. Balfour argues that if they had 
felt themselves on the way to maritime 
equality the Germans would not have 
so loudly avertised the Deutschland in- 
cident, the whole interest of which, in 
German eyes, was to prove their ability 
to elude the barrier raised by the Brit- 
ish fleet between them and the outer 
world. As further proof of the ‘' im- 
potence " of the German fleet, Mr. Bal- 
four points to the ever-increasing flow 
of men and munitions from England 
pouring across the Channel to France. 

**It has reached colossal proportions,” 
he continues.: ‘‘ Its effects on the war 
may well be decisive. Yet never has it 
been more secure from attack by enemy 
battleships or cruisers than it has been 
since the German ‘ victory’ of Jutland.” 

The First Lord refers to German ex- 
hortations to look at the map and see 
the extent of German successes, and 
adds: ‘‘ That depends on what maps 
you take. Even the map of Europe 
shows an ever-shrinking battle line. 
But‘look at the map of the world. All 
of Germany's colonies are gone except 
Bast Africa, which even as I write 
seems slipping from her grasp. Has the 
battle ‘of Jutland opened the gmallest 
prospect of Germany regaining these 
colonies or giving a moment's respite 
to the hard-pressed colonists in German 
East Africa ’”’

JERSEY CITY FINDS 
NO MUNITION TRAINS 


Car of Casein Only Approach to 
an Explosive Discovered in 
Search of Freights. 


ROAD WARNS CITY OFFICIALS 


Jersey Central Will Seek Full Repa- 
ration for Any Loss Through 
New Regulations. 


The police of Jersey City. began to 
enforce the new regulations against the 
shipment of explosives into or ‘through 
Jersey City at 4 o’clock yesterday aft- 
ernoon, and from then on, until fur- 
ther notice, it was announced, every 
freight train seeking to enter the city, 
would be stopped at the city line and 
the manifests of every car subjected to 
examination by the police. 

The first train to be stopped was a 
long freight on the Lackawanna, whicn 
arrived at the city line near Snake Hill 
at 4:0 P. M. Captain Timothy Mur- 
phy was in charge of the police detail 
at that point and he waved the red 
flag that brought the train to a stop. 
The second train stopped was on the 
Philadelphia & Reading, coming from 
Philadelphia. It was flagged at 5 P. M. 

No railroad whose operations are af- 
fected sought an injunction to restrain 
the city authorities yesterday, and only 
one line filed a protest. That road was 
the Central of New Jersey, which of- 
ficially notified Mayor Fagan and thé 
other City Commissioners yesterday 
morning that the company would hold 
the city and its officials responsible 
for any damage or loss the company 
might sustain. The mecsoaree, signed 
by Vice President T. B. Koons, follows: 

Waraing te City Officials. 


You and each of you are hereby notified 
that the Central Railroad Company of New 
Jersey, its officers, agents, and employes, 
will hold said city and each of you jointly 
and severally liable for all damages and 
losses, fines,’ costs, and expenses that it 
or they may suffer by reason of the 
passage and enforcement or attempted en- 
forcement of the resolution of the said 
Board of Commissioners passed Aug. 1, 1916. 
No other railroad indicated its proba- 

ble course of action. Most of. the lines 
announced that orders had beer issued 
to conductors and engineers to stop 
their trains when flagged by the ‘police 
and to permit the examination of their 
manifests and as soon as permission 
was granted to continue to their termi- 
nals in Jersey City. This did not mean, 
it was pointed out, that any railroad 
recognized the legality of the Jersey 
City regulations or that it Would not 
take action to have thoge regulations de- 
clared void.

CALL ACTION A BETRAYAL 


Plan to Name Electoral Tickets In 
Some States and Unite with 
Other Parties After Election 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Aug. 8.—Plans 
for the reorganization and perpetuation 
of the Progréssive Party as a national 
political organization-were adopted here 
tonight at .a.conferéiice of Bull Moose 
representatives. 

The conference, .after a heated dis- 
cussion, decide@ against reassembling 
the party for a national convention to 
fill the vacancy on the national ticket, 
caused by Theodore Roosevelt's declin- 
ing the nomination for President.

Aroong the States in which this plan 
will bo carried out are Louisiana, Mary- 
land, Indiana, Missouri, ~ Wisconsin, 
Michigan, Utah, North Dakota, and 
Minnesota. 

J. A. H. Hopkins of New Jersey was 
chosen Treasurer of the rehabilitated 
party, and Matthew Hale of Massa- 
chusetts, Vice Chairman of the National 
Committee, will be in active charge of 
the campaign: 

An Executive Committee of fifteen 
members will be named by Vice’ Chair- 
man Hale to co-operate with the fifteen 
members of the National Committee, 
who refused to vote for the indorsement 
of Charles EB, Hughes at Chicago June 
26, in rehabilitating the party. This 
committee will meet after the November 
elections to formulate plans for the. 
perpetuation of the party. These plans 
may include some kind of an amalga- 
mation with the Prohibition, Socialist, 
and Woman's parties.

LONDON, Aug. 3.—Details of the exe- 
cution of Roger Casement this morning 
(the news of his death was_ published 
in a late edition of Tom New YOrE 
‘TImEs yesterday morning) show that he 
met his end with calm courage. , 

Ellis, the executioner, arrived in the 
prison early last evening and imme- 
diately made his preparations. He ex- 
amined the trapdoor in the execution 
shed and tested it thoroughly with a 
bag exactly the same weight as the 
condemned man. He remained in the 
prison all night. 

Casement spent his last evening on 
earth chatting freely and cheerily with 
two warders. After a hearty late sup- 
per he divested himself for the last time 
of his convict clothes and went to bed. 
He was notified that he would be al- 
lowed to wear his own civilian clothes 


for the execution though would not be 
permitted to wear a collar. 
Takes His First Communion. 

All the members of Casement’s family 
were Protestants and he was brought 
up in that faith, but became a convert 
te Roman Catholicism within the last 
few weeks. On June 29 he was regis- 
tered as a member of the Roman Cath- 
olic Church and since that time Fathers 
McCarrell and Carey of Eden Grove 
Church, near the prison, -have been 
ministering to him. He rose about, 
5:80. o'clock this morning. From t 
until T o'élock, when Father M | 
arrived, he spent the time reading the 
instructions of the Church for assisting 
at mass and the taking of his first 
communion. After mass he ate a 
little bread and butter and drank a 
glass of water. 

When all was ready a little procession 
was formed, headed by the clergymen, 
with Casement following, a warder on 
either side, and proceeded toward the 
execution shed, only. five yards away. 
The priests recited the litany of the dy- 
ing, Casement responding in low tories: 
‘* Lord have mercy on my soul.”’ 

As the party reached the shed the exe- 
cutioner approached Casement § and 
quickly pinioned him. The two chap- 
lains, the Under .Sheriff°of London, and 
the Under Sheriff of Middlesex, then 
took up their positions in front of the 
scaffold. Casement mounted the gallows 
steps firmly and commended his spirit to 
God as he stepped on the trap. An at- 
tendant says his last words were: “I 
die for my country.”’ 

Immediately after the trap had been 
sprung the prison engineer and physician 
descended into the pit, where, after the 
application of the usual tests, Casement 
was pronounced dead at nine minutes 
after 9 o'clock. 

Bel¥s Knell Announces the End. 

Two hours before the execution a 
crowd of men, women, and children 
gathered before the prison gates. Twenty 
minutes before Casement mounted the 
scaffold the great prison bell com- 
menced to*toll, The sound was greeted 
wth cheers from the crowd, mingled 
with some groans. At 9 o’clack the 
crowd had swollen to such proportions 
that it extended for two blocks from 
the prison front. At one minute after 
9 a single stroke on the big bell an- 
nounced that’the trap had been sprung. 
It was the signal for a mocking, jeering 
yell from the crowd, which. suddenly 
died away into dead ‘silence. 

Meanwhile at the back of the prison a 
group: of about thirty Irish men and 
women had assembled. When the dull 
clang of the prisonbell announced that 
the doomed man had paid the last pen- 
alty this little group fell on their knees 
and remained for some minutes silently 
praying. 

Immediately after the execution three 
notices were posted on the prison doors. 
The first, signed by the Under Sheériff 
of London, the Governor of the prison, 
and. Father James McQarrell, Casement’s 
confessor, read: “Judgment of death 
was this day executed on Roger David 
Casement in his. Majesty's prison of 
Pentonville in our presence.”’ A similar 
notice was signed by the Under Sheriff 
of Middlesex County. The.third bore 
the name of P. -R. Mander, the -prison 
surgeon, who certified that he had ex- 
amined the body and found Casement 
dead. 

A Coroner’s Jury found that the sen- 
tence had been carried out in accord- 
ance with Jaw and in a humane man- 
her. The Governor. -of the. prison and 
the Chief Warden testified that death 
had been instantaneous. Gavin Duffy, 
Casement’s solicitor, who appeared in 
behalf of relatives, identified the body.

“The fact that our men on the Third 
Avenue line are out on strike does not 
mean that a majority of them are mem- 
bers of any union or want to be,”’ he 
said. ‘‘ That.is one reason why we are 
not willing to deal with the union in 
Manhattan and the Bronx.’

Surprise for the Mayor. 
**I believe it would be unwise and im- 
politic for me to discuss this until I have 
completed my investigation of condi- 


tions,’’ said Mr. Shonts. This seemed to 
surprise the Mayor, who remarked that 
Mr. Shonts’s attitude seemed to have 
changed since Wednesday, when the two 
had had a conference. 

**I believe no questions will arise that 
we cannot settle with our men,’’ insisted 
Mr. Shonts when the Mayor asked him 
if he would arbitrate the wage scale sub- 
mitted by the committee. 

‘*I thought, Mr. Shonts, that a strike 
might be avoided if the company allowed 
its men to organize, even if it did not 
recognize the union,’’ said the Mayor. 
“‘Are you sure you do not desire to dis- 
cuss these matters? ’’ 

**It would be very unwise for me to 
say anything until we have determined 
the attitude of our men,’’ insisted Mr. 
Shonts. He had previously told the 
Mayor that there was no truth in a 
charge made by officials of the union 
that the company had discharged four 
of its employes because they had joined 
the union. 

*““We discharged one man, but this 
was because he was openly and flagrant- 
ly insubordinate,'’ said Mr. Shonts. 

The conference then broke up, the 
Mayor remarking that he had gone as 
far as he could toward arranging a 
truce. He later had a conference with 
President Wood of the New York and 
Queens County Company. Mr. Wood 
went even further than had Mr. Shonts 
in expressing his opposition to the car- 
men’s union. He refused to say that 
the employes of that company would 
be permitted to join the' union, and de- 
clined to give any assurance that such 
men would not be discharged after they 
had joined the union. 

‘Apparently there is nothing I can 
do,’ said the Mayor. ‘‘ We will simply 
have to wait until the ultimatum expires 
tomorrow.’ 


SAY OTHER CITIES PAY MORE. 


Employes Furnish Mayor with List 
Citing Forty-two Cases. 


William D. Mahon, President of the 


Amalgamated Association of Street and 
Electric Railway Eniployes of America, 
ave Mayor Mitchel and the Public 
ervice Commission yesterday a list of 
forty-two cities in the United States 
where motormen and conductors were 
paid more than in New York City, ac- 
cording to the union's figures. The 
Wages paid in these forty-two cities 
were compared: with the schedule in 
force on the lines of the New York 
Railways Company until Jan. 2, 1916. 
The pay of motormen and conductors 
on this line was increased on July 1, 
1916, and the motormen and conductors 
during thefr first vear of service now 
receive 26 cents an hour, second, tiird, 
and fourth year motormen and con- 
ductors 29 cents an hour, and fifth year 
motormen and conductors, 30 cents an 


hour.

Workers, by Vote of ‘About 
25,000 to 5,000, Accept 
Articles of Agreement. 


INDEPENDENTS TO FOLLOW 


Few Changes In Settlement Which 
Was Repudiated Last Week— 
Outside Mediation Abolished, 


By a vote of 56 to1 the striking cloak- 
makers accepted yesterday the articles 
of agreement submitted to their refer- 
endum vote. The heads of the Cloak, 
Suit and Skirt Manufacturers’ Protec- 
tive Association, and of the Interna- 
tional Ladies’ Garment Workers’ Union 
signed the settlement at 6:30 o’clock 
last night, and a half hour later the 
General Strike Committee of the union 
declared the fourteen weeks’ strike at 
an end and the workers were ordered 
back to the shops. 

For the manufacturers this statement 
was issued last night: 

William Klein and L. S. Levy, on behalf 
of the Cloak, Suit and Skirt Manufacturers’ 
Protective A tion, announced that a 
final contract was, today signed with the 
union officials upon the basis of their re- 
cent negotiations, settling all differences, 
and that the shops will probably all be 
open Friday, when the men wil return to 
work. 

Benjamin Schlesinger, Presidént of the 
cloakmakers’ union, made this state- 
ment in behalf of the strikers: 

A final settlement hag just been signed by 
officials ot the Manufacturers’ Protective 
Association and of the International La- 
dies’ Garment Workers’ Union, and the 
General Strike Cotnmittee has declared the 
fourteen weeks’ strike ended. The workers 
in the association shops will all be back by 


Monday. 

The agreement was made with the 
manufacturers’ protective association, 
the controlling factor in the manufacture 
of women’s clothing in New York, which 
on April 28 locked out its workers and 
started the general strike. The 25,000 
workers of the protective association 
were those ordered back to work, An 
agreement has yet to be framed with 
the independent manufacturers, but as 
these are said to have signified their 
willingness to atcept terms agreeable to 
the protective association both manu- 
facturers and union officials said last 
night it was a mere matter of routine 
adjustment before the 15,000 workers in 
the smaller shops were ordered back.

Settlement Agreement Signed. 


The settlement agreement was signed 
by H. J. Wile, President, and Louis 8. 
Levy and -William Klein, counsel for the 
manufacturers’ protective association, 
and by Benjamin Schlesinger, President, 
and Morris Hillquit, counsel, fur the 
cloakmakers’ union. Basically, it was 
the same agreement which was repudi- 
ated by the workers a week ago last 
Tuesday, on the ground that the em- 


loyers received too great power of 

ischarge, because Columbus Day had 
not been designated as a holiday and be- 
cause there was no guarantee of the en- 
forcement of the agreement {fn the con- 
tractors’ shops. The agreement signed 
yesterday contained these changes: 

A worker must have been empleyed in a 
shop from one to three months before he is 
eligible to serve upon the shop Price Com- 
mittee. The original agreement provided 
a three months’ minimum,

se provisions wtl! also have to be

The union also ned the establish- 
ment of a more definite system for the 
adjustment of disputes with individual 
shops. It was provided that if the 
union shall prove to the officers of the 
manufacturers’ association that any one 
shop has violated the provisions of the 
agreement the association shall dis- 
ciptine the offending member. 

he agreement aives the union the 

privilege of striking if it believes the 
employer’s right to discharge is being 
used unfairly; it gives the manufacturer 
the right to lock out the workers if 
he believes the union is unfair. Pref- 
erence is to be given to union members 
in hiring workers and a 5 per cent. fn- 
crease in pay is given the cloakmakers. 
The Council of Conciliation. which ex- 
isted under the protocol established at 
the end of the 1910 strike, is abolished, 
and the union and manufacturers’ of- 
ficials are left to deal with one another 
direct, reserving respectively the right 
to strike or to lock out the workers. It 
is in this elimination of the outside 
mediator that the manufacturers have 
won one of the salient points for which 
they contended. 


Drafted in Secret Meetings. 


The agreement was drafted in secret 
meetings of the officials of the manu- 
facturers held Monday, Tuesday, and 
Wednesday and ratified by the shop 
Chairmen Wednesday night. It was sub- 
mitted to the strikers yesterday at their 
various halls, and soon. after the work 
of counting the ballots yesterday after- 
noon began it was evident that the agree- 
ment had been ratified. Late last night 
a@ canvass of most of the votes showed 
25,000 for the ping vote to 5,000 against 
it. The remaining votes could not over- 
turn this result. 

“ Theoretically,’ said Mr. Schlesinger 
last night, ‘‘ this sort of an agreement is 
absurd. It looks like a reversion to con- 
stant warfare.

TO PASS HOSPITAL SUPPLIES 


Britain Concedes Point to Red Cross 
if it WII Re-establish Units. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 3.—After sev- 
eral months of negotiation the Ameri- 
can Red Cross has won a concession 
from Great Britain regarding the send- 
ing of hospital supplies to the Teutonic 
countries. Great Britain suggests that 
the Red Cross re-establish in these 
countries the hospital units that were 
abandoned in October and permission 
to that end is now being sought from 
Germany and her allies. This announce- 
ment was issued at Red Cross Head- 
quarters today: 

‘* Since October last, when the Ameri- 
can Red Cross, owing to the lack of 
funds, withdrew the hospital units it 
had. established and maintained for 
more than a year in the warring coun- 
tries of bebe ah the Red Cross has 
been strenuously but vainly endeavoring 
through the State Department to ob- 
tain Great Britain's rmission to send 
Rospital supplies to the Central Powers. 

‘‘In a communication to the State 
pepertmnent, dated July 28, 1916, Great, 

ritain now suggests that if the Ameri- 
can people really desire to send relief 
supplies to the sick and wounded of 
the Central Empires, they can find a 
way by financing American Red Cross 
hospital units to take the places of 
those which have been withdrawn from 
those countries, as the Allied Govern- 
ments will permit Red Cross hospital 
supplies to be shipped to these re-estab- 
ished units 

‘‘In accordance with this suggestion 
of the British Government, the Ameri- 
can Red Cross has requested permis- 
sion of the Central Powers, through the 
State Department, to re-establish one 
or two hospital units of six doctors and 
eight nurses each, in each of the coun- 
tries of the Central Powers.”

It is pointed out that if the Zeppelins, 
when over England at night, are able 
to identify actual towns and points on 
the coast, as stated again and again 
in the Berlin official news, it is impos- 
sible for Holland to accept the usual 
excuse that these airships ‘lost their 
bearings,’’ when what they really are 
doing is to use Holland as a short cut 
home, often in a damaged condition. 


ITALIANS RESIST ATTACKS. 


Report Land, Air, and Sea Bom- 
bardments by Austrian Forces. 


ROME, Aug. 3, (via London.)—The 
official announcement issued by the 
Italian War Department today says:

GEORGE V.’S GIFT TO NATION. 


$500,000 to be Devoted to General 
Purposes of the War. 


LONDON, Aug. 3.—With the approval 
of King George the £100,000 ($500,000) 
which His Majesty presented to the na- 
tion some months ago will be devoted 
to general purposes in connection with 
the war, according to a statement made 
today in the House of Commons by 
Premier Asquith. 

King George on placing the £100,000 
at the disposal of the Treasury last 
April accompanied the donation with 
a letter, saying: 

*“It.ig the King’s wish that this sum, 
which he gives in consequence of the 
war, should be applied. in whatever 
manner deemed best in the opinion of 
his Majesty's Government.”’ 


PASSPORT FINGER PRINTS. 


New Regulation for Travelers Put 
into Force in Germany. 


BERLIN, Aug. 3; (via London.)—The 
taking of finger prints has ceased being 
directed solely against criminal classes 
since Aug. 1, when the new Prussian 
passport regulations went into effect. 
All fogs ge? must now bear the finger 
prints of their holders. The measure 
was first employed in Bavaria and soon 
will be adopted in Saxony. 

So. stringent is the new regulation 
regarding travelers that the American 
Embassy here has been appealed to for 
aid by a goodly number of Americans 
on the Dutch“border who desire to enter 
Germany.

ENGLAND'S GROWING POWER 


Not . Only. Supplying’ Her Own 
Mighty Army, but Also Able 
to Share.with Her. Allies. 


Special Cable to Tus New YORK TIMER 

LONDON,..Aug. 8.—While “qualified 
American students of the war from their 
special position probably are better able 
to sum up the situation at the end of the 
second year ef the conflict than any of 
the belligerents, it may be of interest to 
present the following survey from the 
British viewpoint. While I am unable to 
cite my authorities, I can vouch for their 
high standing. 

First and foremost, the British fleet is 
now stronger in every respect than éver 
before in its history and its domination 
of the seas is more nearly complete.

Lord Sydenham Says 
Weakens as Allies Become Stronger.

LONDON, Friday, Aug.. 4.—Lord Sy- 
denham in an article in The Times re- 
viewing the military situation after two 


years of war says: 

“ Por the first time. since trench war- 
fare supervened in the west a position 
of definite strategic vantage has been 
won by the Allies, opening out new pos- 
Violent counterattacks in 
which some of the best German divi- 
sions have been shattered and the with- 
drawal of troo from other sectors 
are significant signs of the enemy’s es- 
timaté of the new situation. 

““A pause. may follow this tremendous 
effort, but the canst to Verdun has 
ended. Alike in the west and east 
lines of immense strength have been 
broken. French and British infantry 
have again proved their superiority. 
The artillery of the enemy has been 
dominated and in the air the Allies 
have won the ascendancy. 

‘The third year of the war opens with 
new hopes for the allied powers, whose 
stern resolve ig unshaken, whose morale 
never stood higher, and whose resources 
have not yet all been brought into play. 

“ Austria has been twice heavily de- 
feated and her military and economic po- 
sition is becoming desperate. Turkey, 
shorn of Armenia and faced with an 
Arab revolt which she is powerless to 
stort, has almost ceased to be a valid 
ally. 

‘*In Germany there is hardship deep- 
ening into distress. Locally political rifts 
are opening out and the war tends to be- 
come a fight for existence on the part 
of the dynasty and ruling classes who 
will before long find themselves face. to 
face with a people whom they have 
cruelly deceived. 

“Only victory in the field can bring a 
decision, but the effects of victory may 
be immensely enhanced by psychological 
factors, and the armies of Russia, 
France, and Britain have learned in two 
years that they can beat the Germans 
on equal terms. The superiority of Ger. 
man’ material has been destroyed in the 
workshop, and every month will see an 
increase of equipment of the Allies. 
More efforts and sacrifices will be de- 
manded, patience and fortitude, of which 
our troops have given shining examples, 
must be national watchwords; but the 
end should not be far distant.”

Mer- 
chantmen owned by the Allies therefore 
during the two years violated in the 
grossest manner the rules of interna- 
tional law no less than fifty-eight times 
against our submarines. This can be 
proved up to the hilt. 

‘“*The warships of Germany's enemies 
during the war have violated the law 
of nations in three particularly extreme 
cases, namely, the Kaiser Wilhelm der 
Grosse, the Dresden, and the Albatross. 
Two cases, the Baralong and the King 
Stephen, must be characterized not only 
as violations of the law of nations and 
a breach of the most ordinary tenets of 
humanity, but as common murder. 
Countless cases in which British war- 
ships have violated international law in 
their conduct against merchantmen 
owned by the Central Powers or neu- 
trals cannot be enumerated.’’ 

‘* During the second year of the war 
the British and their allies lost 22 war- 
ships of a total of 266,320 tons and Ger- 
many and her allies 10 warships of 82,- 
210 tons. The total losses for the two 
years of the war are: Great Britain and 
her allies, 49 ships of 562,250 tons and 
Germany and her allies, 30 ships of 191,- 
821 tons. Of these losses England alone 
had 40 ships of 485,220 tons and Germany 
alone 25 ships of 162,676 tons. 

‘‘The British losses comprised 11 bat- 
tleships, 17. armored cruisers, and 12 pro- 
tected cruisers. The battleships include 
the Audacious, the loss’ of which has 
not yet been Ftc announced, and a 
ship of the Queen Elizabeth class. The 
cruisers inglude the still contested loss 
of the Tiger and the destruction of an 
armored cruiser of the Cressy class on 
the night of May 31, which was estab- 
lished by observations from almost the 
entire German fleet, and two small cruis- 
ers, in the battle of the Skagerrak. 

‘Furthermore, during the year pre- 
ceding June 30, 879 enemy merchantmen 
of a total of 1,816,682 gross tons were 
lost as a*consequence of war measures 
of the Central Powers, which brings the 
total for the war up to July 1 to 1,303 
enemy merchantmen of 2.844.205 tons, 
not including enemy merchantmen con- 
fiscated in the harbors of the Central 
Powers. 

“The total result of the two years 
war for England and her allies ts a 
loss in material and prestige which can- 
not be. made.good. is great and un- 
expected success of the German fleet 
and confederated naval forces deserves 
the more consideration because. the 
strength of warships afloat or under 
construction at the beginning of the 
war for the qnemy fleets was 443 vés- 
sels of 5,428,000 tons, excluding auxil- 
jary cruisers, destroyers, submarine 
and other ames craft of which Englan 
alone had far. more than 2,000 in serv- 
ice. Against these vessels Germany and 
her allies could oppose 156 similar ships 
of 1,651,000 tons..

DOYLE ANSWERS. CECIL. 


Denies Irish Prisoners Were Pun- 
ished for Not Joining Caserient. 


PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 3.—Michael 
Francis Doyle of this city, of counsel 
for Roger Casement, in a statement 
given out today in reply to that made 


by Lord Robert Cecil in London yester- 
day, said that “the statement that 


Irish prisoners in Germany suffered 
undue hardships because they did not 
join Casement’s Irish Brigade was false, 
and no evidence of it appeared at the 
trial.’’ 

“The rations of all the captive Irish 
soldiers were cut down.”’ Mr. Doyle said, 
‘but In proportion to the rations of all 
the captive British soldiers, and was 
due to the food shortage In Germany 
and not because of Casement’s presence 
there.” ; 

Mr. Doyle said further that the eight

MURRAY DEFENDS HANGING. 


English Professor Says Casement’s 
Acts Merited the Punishment. 


Professor Gilbert Murray, the dis- 
tinguished Greek scholar of Oxford Uni- 
versity, who has been lecturing on the 
Allies’ part in the war at Columbia 
University, sailed yesterday for Liver- 
pool on the Adriatic, accompanied by 
his wife, Lady Mary Murray. 

He said that Roger Casement .de- 
served death if ever treason merited 
such punishment. With regard to the 


troubles in Ireland, Professor Murray 
said there were as always persons in 
England who did not understand the 
Irish question and could not be made. to 
see that their attitude was wrong. 

Professor Murray said he intended to 
do all he could to explain. America’s at- 
titude on the blacklist when-he arrived 
in England. 

‘*T shall do my best to do away with 
all ill feeling by lecturing and writing 
about my trip to this country and the 
kind-hearted, sympathetic people I have 
met,’’ he said. 


IRISH HERE INDIGNANT. 


Leaders Denounce Casement Hang- 
ing as Great Political Blunder. 


Irishmen here bitterly condemn Great 
Britain for the hanging of Roger 
Casement, not only because they think 
it means a determined policy of oppres- 
sion, but they believe his sentence 
should have been commuted, as a mat- 
ter. of political policy. They shared the 
hope of Francis Michael Doyle of Phil- 
adelphia, Sir Roger’s American lawyer, 
that he would never be brought to the 
scaffold and that at the eleventh hour 
the British Government would announce 
that he had been reprieved. 

John . Moore, Secretary of the 
Friends of Irish Freedom, voiced _ this 
when he said that the execution of the 
death warrant was a _ disappointment 
even to the enemies of Great Britain, 
who believed that she could not calmly 
take the step she did. 

“Tt was so deliberate that it probably 
marks the high tide of British stupidity 
and -criminality,’’ said Mr. Moore. ¢ In 
the panic that followed the Easter up- 
risi in. Dublin some might see. justi- 
fication for ge the wounded 
Pearse and his fellows against a wall 
and shooting them down, but no such 
excuse is availavie in 
Roger, Casement, which is merely typi- 
cal of the English determination to 
blunder when dealing with Ireland.

NEIGHBORHOOD. IN URROAR 
| 
Policemen with Nightsticks . and 
Bullets Kill Animals Owned by 
Apartment House. Janitor. 


Tenants of apartment houses and 
stores near a vacant lot in the rear 
of the Park View Apartments, at 124th 
Street and Madison Avenue, ran to their 
windows late yesterday afternoon ‘when 
they heard a child screaming and cry- 
ing and the growling .and snarling of 
dogs. They saw @ little girl, struggling 
with two bulldogs, one a big white one 
and the other a smaller brindle-colored 


The child was on the ground and the 
dogs were worrying her, biting her now 
on the'arms and body ahd again on the 
face and neck. They sprang about her, 
dropping her sometimes ‘only to grab 
the little one and shake.her again. 
Sometimes, -with teeth tarigled in her 
scalp and hair, they dragged her about 
the lot. ; . 

Several women fainted. Others 
screamed. In an instant the neighbor- 
hood was in an uproar, Policemen 
Gilgan and Greene of the East 126th 
Street Station heard the cries of the 
child, and they ran to the lot. They 
found the dogs standing over the little 
girl.end tearing at her neck and face, 
and they feared to use the revolvers they 
held. 

Gilgan hurled his nightstick at the ani- 
mals. It struck and the dogs leaped 
from the child, saw the policemen, and 
started for them, whing. Their move- 
ment put the out of range and Gil- 
gan and Greene fired. At sound of the 
shots the dogs stopped, but they started 
forward again at once, and again the 
policemen fired. The animals sprang 
about so that the bullets missed the 
mark, but the sound at last terrified the 
dogs, and the big white one broke and 
ran for the cellar of the Park View 
Apartments fust as a bullet from 
Greene's revolver hit the smaller dog in 
the head. The animal dropped and 
Greene sent two more bullets into it be- 
fore it ceased to twitch and to strive to 
regain its feet. 

Gilgan went after the bigger dog, cor- 
nering it in the cellar, where it went for 
him, leaping for his throat. Gilgan 
knocked it down with e blow of his 
nightstick, which he had recovered. The 
dog sprang again and again, and each 
time the policeman floored it until at 
last it crouched before him, panting and 
apparently gaining strength for still an- 
other leap. Then Gilgan shot. Like its 
mate the dog took three bullets in the 
head before it ceased to fight. 

Scores of excited men and women had 
crowded about the lot before the fight 
ended and among them were many who 
recognized the now senseless child as 
five-year-old Mary Minnaugh of 1,s07 
Park Avenue, daughter of Michael Min- 
naugh, @ guard@ on the Second Avenue 
elevated. railroad. Greene carried the 
little girl in his arms t6é the Hospital for 
Deformities and Joint Diseases, only a 
block away, and physicians there treated 
her until Dr. Glucksman arrived from 
Harlem sBeepitel. 

He took ary there, where it was 
said later she probably would die. Both 
arms, her face and neck and her body 
had peen torn by the teeth of the dogs, 
and she had been almost scalped. 

The policemen learned the dogs be- 
longed to Charles Agello, janitor . of 
the Park View Apartments, and Agello 
was summoned to appear in the Harlem 
Police Court today. He said he had 
left the dogs in the cellar with the door 
shut, and had supposed them safely 
locked up. He did not know who had 
released them. 


NEW GIANT LINER READY. 


Cunard Company Gets the Staten- 
dam for Atlantic Freight Trade. 


Notice was received yesterday from 
Liverpool that the British Admiralty has 
handed over the steamship Statendam, 
which was purchased on the slips at 
Belfast from the Holland-America Line 
for $5,000,000 shortly after the beginning 
of the war, to the Cunard Steamship 
Company. she is being fitted out to 
carry freight between this port and 
Liverpool, and will be called the Neure- 
tania. Cunard officials in Liverpool say 
the new steamship will have cargo space 
for 21,000 tons, the largest amount of 
freight ever shipped from America on a 
single vessel. After the war is over the 
Neuretania will be fitted out for the 
passenger trade on lines similar to the 
Cunarder Aquitanta. 

The new liner is 740 feet long, 86 feet 4 
inches béam, 43 feet 4 inches depth of 
hold, and her gross tonnage is 82,500. 
She has two masts and. three funnels, 
and is equip with triple screws driven 
by two reciprocating engines and one 
low pressure turbine inthe centre, giv- 
ing her an average speed of 19 knots. 

Ko date has been fixed for the first 
trip of the Neuretania to New York on 
account of the delay in_ getting. work 
done in the Harland & Wolff shipyard 
at Belfast, ag everything else has to bé 
set aside when a warship comes in for 
repairs, which happens frequently.

NEW APPORTIONMENT SUIT. 


Attack on 1907 Act May Cause Con- 
fusion In Next State Election. 


ALBANY, Aug. 3.—The possibility that 
the November State election may have 
to be held under the district arrange- 
ment laid down by the apportionment of 
1894, which provided for only fifty Sen- 
ators, loomed up tonight as a result of 
the renewal of the attack upon the con- 
stitutionality of the 1907 apportionment 
in New York today. William Rath- 
bone of New York, attacked the 1907 
law upon the grounds of inequality of 
population in adjoining New York dis- 
tricts, the same reasons for which the 
Court of Appeals recently declared the 
1916. Apportionment act unconstitutional. 

Attorney General Woodbury was serv- 
ed with papers in the suit tonight and 
named Deputy Attorney General Merton 
E. Lewis to defend the action. The 
Rathbone suit will be heard at a special 
session of Part I., Supreme Court, in) 
New York City Monday. 

The action to have declared unconsti- 
tutional the 1907 apportionment is the 
second brought. When the first was 
filed it was withdrawn as the act had 
been nullified by the 1916 apportionment, 
which was then technically in force. 

Mr. Rathbone charges that the 1907 
apportionment is unconstitutional be- 
cause a difference of 3,000 in population 
existed in two adjoining districts in 
Kings County when the act became a 
law. A similar difference in population 
in adjoining districts under the 1916 
apportionment invalidated the act. 

Under the 1894 apportionment, Rich- 
mond, Nassau, and Suffolk Counties 
would be thrown together in a single 
district. Kings would be deprived of 
one Senator, eaving seven instead of 
eight. New York County is among the 
few that would be unaffected by the 
outcome of this action. Its representa- 
tion would continue as at present.

“TREAT JAW WOUNDS' 


Dr. Wheeler Will Sail to Mend 
the Shattered Faces of — 
French Troops. 


SEEK U. S. DENTAL SKILL] 


France Looks to Americans for Deli- 
cate Work on Human Face— 
New Hospital Growing. 


‘ 

Dr. Herbert L. Wheeler, Chairman of 
the American National Committve for 
the Foundation of a Special American 
Hospital in Paris for Wounds. of th¢ 
Face and Jaw, in response to a cable- 
gram from Paris, will sail tomorrow 
for France. His trip is for two pur- 
poses: First, to assist in completing the 
organization of the hospital which was 
opened by the committee in Paris July 
8; second, to see how many American 
dentists will be needed to carry out the 
broader plans which the needs of the 
hour in France demand. 

American philanthropy .and Amer- 
ican skill have combined to make the 
hospital a possibility, and reports of the 
work already done are full of encour- 
agement. No wounds of the Buropean 
war have been quite so shocking as 
those to the human face. Shrapnel is 
the worst devastator. Noses are blown 
off, cheek bones crushed, upper jaws 
caved in, and lower jaws shot away. 
It is to restore faces like these that the 
American committee is pled . 

Every week the scope of the work is 
broadening. The skill of American 
dentistry holds undisputed first place, 
and is particularly highly esteemed in 
France, where Dr. Thomas W. Evans 
and other American pioneers made rep- 
utations years ago. Dr. Evans was @ 
friend of the family of Napoleon III. 
and accompanied the Empress CY 
as a protector in her flight from Paris. 
To the American dentist of today there- 
fore the medical profession in Paris 
has looked for assistance in rebuilding 
the faces of wounded French soldiers. 

An important part of the work must 
be done by dentists—the replacing of 
the shattered jaw and the lost dental 
parts. Each piece of this rebuilding is 
a special problem, requiring the highest 
skill. American dentists have rallied 
strongly to the call; at recent dentists’ 
conventions the movement was indorsed, 
and there are more than enough volun- 
teers to fill the places now open in 
Paris. 

Dr. Wheeler, who has charge of the 
dental department of Bellevue and Al- 
lied Hospitals, will give part of his 
time to practice in the hospital and 
Tart to consultation work in different 
cases. The French War Office has do- 
nated a suitable building for the hoepi- 
tal in the Are de Triomphe district of 
Paris, and $060,000 has already been con- 
tributed for the work by Americans. 
For each additional $20, collected the 
committee plans to add 100 beds to the 
hospital. 

The American Red Cross is sipeiving 
gauze, disinfectants and other hospi 
necessities. American dental supply 
houses have contributed more than 
$3,000 {n equipment, and the nch 
Line is carrying all shipments e of 
charge. F. L. Hine, President of the 
First National. Bank, 2 Wall Street, as 
Treasurer of the committee, receives 
a ene for the hospital and its 
work.

Senator GALLINGER abets the noble

What shall be thought of the 
judgment and the courage of a can- 
didate. who is frightened, or pretends 
to be frightened, by the apparition of 
sex solidarity ? 


APPEALING TO HISTORY. 

One of the most agreeable of indoor 
sports is appéaling to the judgment of 
history. It is a game at which nobody 
can lose; two can play as well as a 
larger number; everybody leaves the 
table satisfied. It is especially recom- 
mended to public men who find them- 
selves unpopular .and. to causes that 
have no friefids. By the time history 
renders the judgment the game has 
long been over and most of the play- 
ers are dead, so that it is absolutely 
safe; a child can play it. 

Professor HARNACK, therefore, is 
risking nothing when he announces 
that “history will some day justify” 
the ‘attitude of the Bethmann Hollweg 
Government “ toward certain neutrals 
whom it is easy to identify. He is evi- 
dently defending it against those Ger- 
man thinkers who are condemning it 
for giving up the slaughter of neutrals 
on the sea; the party which, lacking a 
euphemistic name, we may call the 
shark or assassination party. The 
shark party may retort that history 
will condemn the Bethmann Hollweg 
Government in unmeasured terms’ for 
| giving up the war of marine massacre, 
and Dr, HaRNACK cannot disprove §it. 
In most such cases the contending 
appellants to history’s verdict. fortify 
their positions by citing her judgment 
in similar cases in the past. ° Here, 
unfortunately, there is no possibility 
of such citations. For this will be the 
first time history has ever been called 
upon to give a verdict upon the whole- 
sale murder by a great nation of nev- 
tral men, women, and children pn the 
high seas, committed in pursuance of a 
definite pdlicy adopted by its rulers. 
History, it is true, has rendered. a4 
verdict upon précisély similar ac 
She has given”a judgment upon 8 
HENRY MorGAN, BLACKBEARD, and Cap- 
tain Witt1am Kipp. But these.naval 
commanders were not acting upon 
orders from higher up, and could not 
shift the responsibility to any shoul- 
ders in a Ministry of Marine or a’Great 
General Staff. ‘Though their acts were 
similar, they were their own and not 
the act of a great’ nation not only 
civilized but, in its. own, opinion, more 
‘highly cultured than any other. 
There, is, therefore, no exact 'prec- 
edent: Perhaps the nearest parallel 
is the case of that Asiatic ruler called 
the Old Man of the Mountain, who'sent 
his subjects out in thé world to stab or 
poison those whom he deemed {it ad- 
visable to remove, for the glory of his 
crown and his place in'the sun.

GRADE CROSSINGS. 

New measures’ are to be takén, as 
a result of the joint action .of two 
powerful associations, for the protec- 
tion of highway travelers at railroad 
grade crossings: Committees of the 
National Association of Railway Com- 
missioners, Which’ includes all the 
State public service commissions, and 
of the American Railway Association, 
in which nearly all of the railroads 
are represented, have in conference 
recommended the adoption, of a, uni- 
form cautionary signal which shall be 
used -at all crossings in*the United 
States. It is proposed that there 
shall be placed, on each side and at 
300 feet from the track, an elevated 
white circular disk'two feet in diam- 
eter, bearing a large black cross 
with. appropriate. warning words or 
letters.. Many of these are to be il- 
luminated at night. State legislation 
in support of the project will be 
scought. 

This is good and commendable, so 
far as it goes. But use of these signs 
will not mark any considerable prog- 
ress in the work of assuring protec- 
tion. We now have at crossings sig- 
nals or signs that are easily seen and 
whose warning words stare the high- 
way driver in the face, But frequent- 
ly they are ignored. There are driv~ 
ers who are not, restrained by the 


of the crossings, or even by closed 
gates.. A long list of deaths in the 
history of a crossing does not prevent 
repeated, additions .to it. Nearly all 
the fatal casualties at these danger- 
ous junctions of railway tracks and 
wagon roads in re¢ent yearm have 
been due to the action of reckléss or 
thoughtless men on the drivers’ seats 
in automobiles. The record,shows ap- 
palling examples. Returning from the 
wedding of’his daughter, the father 
drove himself and four members of 
his family to death, Another family 
was killed while going home.from a 
funeral, and again the father was at 
the wheel. Two weeks ago four wo- 
men were killed in an automobile at 
a. crossing in. Illinois, and in Con- 
necticut & young man and his fiancée 
lost their lives. These accidents, so 
called, took place in broad ‘daylight. 
There were warning signposts, but 
apparently no attention was paid to 
them. 

Signals and painted warnings, unli- 
form or otherwise, will not prevent 
all the suffering and loss that are 
due to human error and. careless- 
ness on the highway. There is sure 
protection only ina separation of 
gtades, the elimination, of level cross- 
ings. But this elimination will be the 
work of many years, and perhaps it 
can never be made complete. When 
@ majority of our railroads were built 
it seemed necessary to avoid thé great 
cost-of carrying. the tracks over, or 
placing them under, the highways. In 
parts of our’ country railroads were 
needed more than absolute safety for 
highway travelers. And after the 
steam roads had been constructed it 
was Very difficult to get rid of the 
level crossings. It should’ be borne in 
mind that very rarely has the rail- 
road company been at fault or. de- 
serving of blame for @ crossing col- 
lision. * 

In several States ‘provision for a 
gradual elimination of grade crossings 
has been made by a division of the 
cost, the State bearitig half or acon- 
siderable’ part of it. The work: of 
separating’ grades should proceed

Thus was carried away the pestilential 
accumulations of centuries, and néw the 
only’. peri] encountered there is from 
tidal waves or hurricanes that chance 
to be ‘thoving in the one direction from 
~which they. can énter the: bay. History 
records a few serious disasters so caused 
there, but they have been so rare, and 
the presént facilities for predicting their 
arrival and:-for getting out of their way 
are .so nearly’ perfect, that these dangers 
hardly count against the harbor. 

This does not demonstrate, of course, 
that the islands are worth $25,000,000, 
and the beneficent canal cost no such 
amount, but it does prove that St. 
Thomas ‘may be worth to us more ‘than 
any of the prices for which it was for- 
merly offered, 


No Longer. 


} A grievance against 
Efficiency Germany which has 
May Be \ not yet received its 

deserved. attention is 

Inefficient. the .wholly undeserved 
obloquy , which* she has brought upon 
the excellent. word: “‘ efficiency ” and 
upon the still more excellent quality of 
which alone it ought to be the name—- 
of which alone it really is the name. 

That Germany is highly efficient in 
doing many: of the things she under- 
takes must be admitted. From that 
fact, however,’ it does not follow that 
she is the. paragon or éxemplar of ef- 
ficiency, for. true .efficilency does not 
consist only ‘in’ knowing how to do., It 
requires knowledge of what to do, and 
when, and if lack of this second form 
of ‘knowledge exists it.turns efficiency 
into ‘the very worst sort of inefficiency. 

At any rate, it may have that effect 
and not infrequently does so. There- 
fore, if there be folk in the world-—as 
has been more than rumored through 
thie Iast two years—who have disliked 
the fruits of efficiency as brought forth 
by ‘Germany, they err in extending their) 
dislike to efficiency itself and refusing 
to write the word’ except within scorn- 
ful ‘quotation marks. 

The. production of if} results is the 
mark, not of. efficiency, but of in- 
efficiency—usually of the inefficiency 
that. faila to see remote consequences. 
It would be miserably inefficient, for 
instance,. to itherease the output of a 
factory through methods that. degraded 
the minds and: ruined the bodies of the 
workers in ‘it. Efficiency: engineers 
worthy of the name sedulously avoid 
that fatal error, and they do it succéss- 
fully, too, though Jabor has more than. 
dotibts’.and joins~teal and false ef- 
ficiency in a ¢ommon condemnation. 
Workers and .employers alike should 
learn ‘the difference between the two 
kinds and restrict the name to the kind 
that earns thé title.

NOT TO TAX. FOREIGN CARS. 


Those from Contiguous Countries 
May Enter and Leave Duty Free, 


The, Treas ury. Department, in a gern- 
eral order to Collectors and other cus- 
toms officials, has issued instructions 
construing a recent decision of the 
United «States Court of Appeals that 
deals with the treatment to be’ given 
foreign-built railroad cars brought into 
this country. 

The Collector at Detroit wrote to the 
department eeperely under the im- 
pression ‘that all cars of Canadian man- 
ufacture entering the United ge 
should be held dutiable, as the court, 

a, test case, held that such‘cars brought 
into the United States and used in 
mestic commercé «were dutiable accord- 
ing to their componént material of chief 
value. 

The department, correcting in an -or- 
der by Assistant Secretary Malburn, the 
Detroit official’s understanding of the 
decision. made it plain that the depart- 
ment did not regard. the court’s. de- 
cision as warranting the taxing of every 
Canadian car coming over the inter- 
national line. The order said that cars 
of foreign bui!d brought into the United 
States. from. contiguous foreign  terri- 
tories in the regular course of their 
employment in international traffic may 
be rmitted ‘to proceed to their -des- 
tination in the United States and return 
loaded to the foreign rocarage | without 
being liable to the payment of duty. 

Such cars; it was set forth, may be 
used for entry either local or through 
shipments in e ordinary course of 
business on their return trip to the for- 
eign vountry, but should not be used in- 
domestic traffic not incident to the re- 
turn trip to the foreign country.

The Railread Problem. 

The joint Congressional commission 
which is to study the railroad préblem 
will get down to business next. week. 
Railroad men, and particularly the fit- 
teen Presidents and Chairmen who come 
prise the Railway Executives Advisory 
Committee, will then know the pro- 
cedure and arrange to submit argu- 
ments calculated to prove that the fail- 
road is as great, a public utility as is 
banking and that the Government, 
which regulates banking so that stock- 
holders make great profits, should. so 
regulate railroading that investors may 
have implicit confidence in railroad se- 
curities.
